and more general use. With the drag 
properly built and Us use well under 
8t(K>d. the maintenance of earth and 
gravel roads becomes a simple and in 
expenalve matter. Care should bs 
taken to make the log ao light that 
one man can lift K with ease. The 
log should be fr^ seven to Icn feet 
long, and from eight to ten Inches In 
diameter. It should be split carefully 
as near the center 4S possible and the 
heaviest .'ind best slab choecn for the 
front. When the soil ia moist, but not 
sticky, the drag does the beat work 
The road will bake If the drag Is used 
on It when It Is wet. If the roadway 
Is full of holes or badly rutted th* 
drag should bo us*'d once when the 
road la soft and slushy. 

Storm water should be disposed of 
quickly before it hss had time to 
penetrate deeply Into the surface ol 
the road. This can he done by giving 
tlie mail a crown or slope from the 
renter to the sides. For an earth road 
which is 24 feet wide the center 
should not he less than six inches nor 
more than twelve Inches lilgher than 
the outer edges of the shouM*T. The 
narrow road which Is high in the mid- 
dle will become rult«'d almt'St ns 
quickly as one which is ton flat, for the 
reason that on a narrow road all the 
traffic Is forced to use only a narrow 
strip. Shoulders are often formed oni 
bolh sides of the road, which prevent 
storm water from flowing into Ihej 
side ditches, retaining U In the rutsi 
and softening the roadway.
